INTENT ON IMPROVING THE QUALITY 








The hound show this year at Rose Tree proved more convincing- 
ly than ever the significance of the departure from the former com- 
bination of horse show and hound show at the Bryn Mawr show 
The first year at Rose Tree it poured buckets all day but 
everyone went home quite happy. The next year it was icy cold 
but it did not stop a sizeable turn-out. This year it was boiling, a 
hot sun and no breeze making everyone look back somewhat wist- 
fully to last year’s cold. Still the conditions were the least of any- 
one’s worries, for everyone was enjoying themselves. Now after 
three years in which the show has proven itself increasingly success- 
ful year after year, it is a foregone conclusion that the Bryn Mawr 
Hound Show at the Rose Tree club is a permanent fixture.

need a good day to make it a success because the spirit of the show , 


is a self contained one, completely unique within itself. Everyone is 
basically interested for very few people will go to such an event 
unless they are honestly concerned with the program. There were 
all of the hound varieties being hunted in this country except for 
harriers and bassets. Amory Haskell is the principal harrier man, 
but without any competition, there was no point in his bringing his 
hounds. The bassets since they put on their never to be forgotten 
display 3 years ago when they picked up a rabbit and ran him by 
sight through a wet but large crowd were very much missed. There 
is a unique quality about a basset. To a horseman he would combine 
the same qualities as a mudder and a quarter horse, his mudding 
characteristics being 4 extremely short, fat legs permitting him to 
wallow through anything, while his fine, melodious voice, with twice 
the volume of his size, reminds one of the sharp, fast burst of a 
quarter horse, remarkable for its size and shape. 

To make up for the loss of the bassets and the harriers, all of 
the other divisions had been swelled with record entries and this 
despite the absence of Orange County and Millbrook, two of the best 
of the American packs. A most welcome addition was the appear- 
ance of 4 packs of English hounds. Regardless of the arguments 
pro and con on their relative cry and ability to hunt, these hounds 
are a triumph of the breeders art from a conformation angle. Their 
bone and substance make our American specimens particularly on 
the flags appear like limp dish rags. The English hound appears to 
enjoy being shown off. He throws himself about a ring with great 
aplomb only occasionally becoming embarrassed or confused at the 
sight of flash bulbs going off in a camera, or by having an inquisitive 
judge give his tail a hard pull to slow him up while he looks him over 
as he marches past. 

Denison Hull’s English hounds are principally from the Tiverton, 
Beaufort and South Dorset countries in England, sent over by Alex 
Higginson. Courtney Burton secured his hounds from those of Mr. 
Stewart and Mr. Webb. All four packs showed marked similarity 
despite the infusion of many varying strains. They were all fine, 
big hounds, whose influence in the cross bred packs was very marked, 
particularly with Vicmead and Meadow Brook which appear to be 
adhering very closely to the ruling that makes but one 16th American 
a necessity. The Maryland packs show more American than English, 
are smaller and when judges are partial to the English type, they are 
put at a real disadvantage. Elkridge-Harford and Green Spring 
Valley were good sports and took their defeat at the hands of the 
larger hounds like the good foxhunters they are. 

The important consideration in this hound show as in the others 
was the fact that everybody there was contributing something or 
had contributed something to help develop the hounds. These men 
were in the main interested in- breeding. William duPont for in-

Bitler hunts him in the winter and 
shows him on occasion. There was a 
tie for the reserve award between 
Miss Marion Mitchell’s Bugola and 
Mrs. Bunting’s Hi-Way 40. ~ 

Mad Money, owned and ridden by 
Mrs. Charles Zimmerman, took over 
the open jumper ranks in a definite 
manner. The horse was also tied in 
the two working classes in which 
he showed. Reserve was Reno Kirk, 
owned by Col.. John W. Wofford and 
shown by his son, Jeb Wofford. 

The first official Olympic Tryout 
was held for Zone 8 during the 
Audrain County Fair and Walter G.

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*Canford Wins National Cup Race At Fair Hill 
In Record Time, Defeating Field of Five 
Including 2 Time Winner, *Replica 2nd

*Canford, the 8-year-old brown 
gelding by Norwest—Coralina, by 
Coronach, which has been on the 
sidelines: since his last outing. at 
Laurel in 1948, made his comeback 
a successful oneton September 9 
by winning the 11th running of The 
Foxcatcher National Cup Steeple- 
chase. This $5,000 added, about 3- 
mile event over a Grand National 
Brush Course, features the card at 
Fair Hill, Md. during the Cecil 
County Breeders’ Fair. 

The field of 5 horses backed up to 
the 14th jump and when Starter 
Cecil Phillips dropped the flag, 
Jockey F. D. Adams’ sent the 12- 
year-old Refugio off on top, follow- 
ed by Mr. E. Weymouth on Lieut. 
Well, Jockey J. Murphy and another 
12-year-old, *Replica 2nd, Jockey: 
A. P. Smithwick on Adaptable and 
Jockey J. Snyder riding *Canford. 
Over the 2nd jump which is measur- 
ed at 5’-0”, *Canford assumed the 
job of setting the pace with Lieut. 
Well and *Replica 2nd staying right 
behind him. Interest was centered 
on R. K. Mellon’s color-bearer as 
*Replica 2nd had won this event in 
1948 and 1949 and always appeared 
to have a great liking for this big 
course. 

*Replica 2nd moved into 2nd posi- 
tion over the 3rd and then the field 
went slightly left-handed across the 
flat track into center field. Here 
the horses have a smaller jump in 
the 4th but the liverpool looms 
ahead at 5’-8’’. *Canford was lead- 
ing by 3 lengths over this jump with 
Lieut. Well 1 1-2 lengths ahead of 
*Replica 2nd. With Refugio next, 
Adaptable was following his usual 
pattern of staying well off the pace 
in the early stages. 

Once again Lieut. Well and *Re- 
plica 2nd alternated positions but 
*Canford was maintaining his lead 


while jumping well. The 10th, lith 
and 12th lie in a straight line and 
over the 12th, *Replica 2nd was be- 
hind *Canford again. The 13th and 
Chinese Wall, was met and taken 
by the entire field and after the 14th 
they had completed one turn of 
the course. *Replica 2nd began to 
move after the 14th and at the 15th 
was within 1 1-2 lengths of the lead- 
ing *Canford.

Bad luck seems to have dogged 
the tracks of the timber horses fol- 
lowing their successful spring cir- 
cuit and only 3 went postward in 
the Cecil County Steeplechase. Royal 
Mission, which had won his last 
outing at Adjacent Hunts in May, 
had his usual rider, Mr. G. Stephens 
in the saddle while Vaden King was 
ridden by Mr. E. Weymouth and 
Trainer-rider Mr. J. Arthur was on 
Irish Tip. With the going so hard 
and the small field, the horses were 
not pushed over the 17-jump course.

Three Rings Finally Gets Dry Track At 
Aqueduct Which Enables Him To Capture 
The Edgemere Over Wistful and My Request

It isn’t unheard of for a jockey 
to turn trainer and then train a 
horse he has ridden, but it’s unusual. 
This was the story back of Apheim 
Stable’s Scare Play, which wgn the 
Bushwick Hurdle Handicap Bitten 
the second week at Aqueduct. The 
norse is a 4-year-old gelding by 
Head Play——Eerie, not Hire, as the 
racing charts had it. Eerie, which 
must be one of the last daughters 
of Peter Pan, was eighteen when she 
foaled him in 1946, on April 8, if 
you want to cast his horoscope. 

Seare Play first appeared public- 
ly in the ring at Saratoga in 1947, 
consigned by Mrs. George P. Green- 
halgh, though he was bred by S. O. 
Graham. Apheim Stable, which 
means Harry Heiman of Utica, N. 
Y., gave $3,700 for him. The horse 
won two races at 2, and then bow- 
ed a tendon. His first rider was 
Larney Hansman, but the first to 
win on him was Kay Jensen, who is 
a native of Copenhagen, and was a 
prominent rider in the Scandana- 
vian countries. Jensen came ovel 
here to ride, and got up on flat 
horses and jumpers impartially. He 
didn’t do too badly, either, but later 
on he gave up the saddle and took 
over the Apheim Stable horses to 
train. 

Scare Play was turned out at this 
stage, but last spring Jensen took 
a look at him on the farm, and de- 


cided he’d make a jumper. When 
the horse came back to the races 
he was tried on the flat and did 


nothing, but over hurdles he’s won 
all of the 3 races he’s started for. 
He alternated with Larky Day mak- 
ing the pace in the Bushwick, then 
pulled out at the end and held his 
opposition safe, a matter worth 
$8,000. Albert Foot, a Frenchman, 
was the rider, so it was a very cos- 
mopolitan affair. 

Three Rings, which has been rain- 
ed out of eight stakes engagements 
this year—he won't run at all in 
mud—got a dry track twice during 
Aqueduct’s second week. The first 
time was in the Aqueduct Handicap 
on Labor Day, and he couldn’t have 
done worse if he’d tried. He and 
Palestinian, which were the first 
and second choices, got into a scram- 
ble with the outsider Scratch going 
around the first turn. Exactly who 
did what to whom isn’t clear, but 
Three Rings, which had stumbled 
out of the gate, got scratched up 
a little, and Palestinian got two 
fairly deep cuts above his knees, 
in the fleshy section where they 
aren't likely to do much damage. 
Three Rings finished 7th and Pales- 
tinian 10th and last as a result, and 
Greentree’s Wine List ran to form 
and won it. I say to form, because 
he won the same race last year; he 
hadn't done anything very impres- 
Sive since. He's a son of Question- 
naire, which had died just a few days 
before the Aqueduct, leaving the 
rather fragile line of Plaudit en- 
riched by Hash, Third Degree, Free 
For All, Requested, and a few others 
who suggest carrying it on with re- 
hewed strength. 

Three Rings wasn’t seriously hurt, 
and a day or so later Willie Knapp, 
who trains him, said he would be 
ready for the Edgemere on Saturday. 
Knapp is usually identified as the 


jockey who rode Upset in the San- 
ford Stakes and beat Man o’War, 
but he’s another who rode and later 
trained the same horse. He won the 
Kentucky Derby on Exterminator, 
and trained him later. But for that 
matter, nearly everybody of legal 
age at the time trained Extermina- 
tor, the late Willis Sharpe Kilmer 
having set a record for trainer turn- 
over which held until Maine Chance 
got to rolling. 


Three Rings was ready, all right. 
He broke fast and outran his field 
to the first turn, and then outran 
it the rest of the way. The only 
threat he had was from Ben Whita- 
ker’s My Request, which ran a 
length behind him to the top of the 
stretch, then went up to be lapped 
on the leader, and finally fell back 
and was nipped for 2nd by Calu- 
met’s rushing Wistful. 

The victory put Three Rings over 
the $200,000 mark, and it about put 
My Request out. He pulled up se 
lame that Ovie Scurlock jumped oft 
him when the horse was pulled up 


and unsaddled over on the _ back 
stretch. 3ut a little later it was 
reported from the receiving barn 


that the horse was walking soundly 
again. Apparently he struck him- 
self, inflicting enough pain to stor 
him in the drive and make him walk 
badly, but without any serious injury 
It’s to be hoped he’ll stay all right, 
for the handicap division can’t af- 
ford to lose much this year. 

It was the second time in his life 
that My Request has been beaten 
over the Aqueduct strip. He seems 
to like the track particularly, which 
is enough to get a horse a name for 
eccentricity, having won the Cow- 
din there at 2, the Dwyer at 3, and 
the Edgemere last year. The 1949 
Edgemere victory was a mistake, 
for his point of view. He hadn’t 
been running kindly, and he was to 
be given one more chance, then re- 
tired. But he won it so smartly 
that he was kept in training, and 
since then he’s won over $77,000. 





In the fall of 1948 I. J. Collins, a 
Lancaster, Ohio, industrialist and 
glass manufacturer, bought Vul- 
can’s Forge out of the C. V. Whit- 
ney sale at Belmont Park for $80, 
000. It looked like a risky thing 
to do, but after Vulcan’s Forge had 
won the Santa Handicap, worth 
$102,000, and the Suburban, worth 
$43,200, it seemed like a capital 
idea. Last winter, when the last 
of the L. B. Mayer 2-year-olds were 
being dispersed, Mr. Collins went 


to the sale. One horse by *Mah- 
moud had done extremely well by 
him, so he wanted another. He paid 


$36,000 for a colt out of Painted 
Veil, a stakes mare which is a half- 
sister to Mate. 

This animal, named Mohammedan, 
made his first start at Belmont last 
spring, and if it had been an ordin- 
ary race he would have won. He 
had the luck to catch King Ranch’s 
Black Douglas in his first start, and 
Black Douglas ran the 4 1-2 furlongs 
in new world’s record time. Moham- 
medan won his next race, but after 
that, according to his trainer, Don 
Cameron, he went to cheating. He’d 
roost on the back to the gate, and 
not try any more than suited him. 
In the Babylon Handicap, however, 


he was ridden by Eddie Arcaro, whe 
is a fair hand at changing a horse’s 
mind, give him room to. swing. 
Mohammedan popped out of the 
gate on top and won his first stakes 
nicely from Iamarelic. He got $10 
000 for this, and has now won back 
about half of his purchase price. 


A peculiarity of the race was that 
Glen Lasswell, who finished 12th 
on the favored Silver Wings, claimed 
foul against Ted Atkinson, who was 
3rd on Jack the Great. Theoretically 
a rider who is fouled should make 
a complaint, even if he finishes too 
far back for it to help him. Practieal- 
ly it seldom happens that way. The 
stewards looked at the pictures, and 
then threw the claim out.

Hound Breeders Gather At Rose Tree 





One Hundred More Entries Add Interest 
To 30th Renewal of Bryn Mawr Hound Show 
With American Hound Honors Again To Essex 


The noisy conversation of hounds 
in kennels filled the air about the 
old Rose Tree Foxhunting Club lst 
Friday, September 8th. It was not 
the vociferous clamor of hounds 
greeting their huntsman in the early 
light of a cubbing morning, but 
bursts of sporadic hound talk that 
rose and fell as each new arrival 
came upon the scene. 

It was the big moment for which 
many had worked hard in prepara- 
tion, the day set for the 30th Bryn 
Mawr Hound Show held under the 
auspices of the Masters of Foxhounds 
Association, the Penn-Marydel Fox- 
hounds, Inc., the American Foxhound 
Club and the National Beagle Club. 
As the four footed representatives of 
these worthy associations rose and 
stretched themselves early on the 
morning of September 8th, they sens- 
ed a bustle of preparation in the 
air that made them unusually talk- 
ative.

Bushwick Hd’cp Won By Apheim Stables 





Scare Play With Foot Riding Crosses 
Finishes 11 Lengths Ahead of Larky Day; 


Mrs. Clark’s Roman Way Defeats Field of 6

Kay Jensen, who rode Apheim 
Stable’s Scare Play to two victories 
on the flat in the 1948, saddled him 
on Thursday, September 7th, for a 
winning effort in the $10,000 added 
Bushwick Hurdle Handicap. He was 
ridden by the French jockey, Albert 
Foot, who did a masterful job and 
crossed the finish line a length and 
q half in front of Harry La Mon- 
tagne’s Larky Day, while another 
length and a quarter jpack, Bengal, a 
three-year-old finished third in this 
two mile test, some three or four 
lengths in front of Boom Boom. 

G. H. Bostwick’s Oedipus, which 
had done well in the brush stakes at 
Saratoga was the early leader, but 
his rider took him off the pace be- 
fore the first turn was reached and 
sradually dropped back during the 
race and finished gth in the field of 
9. The front spot meanwhile was 
taken over by Larky Day and Scare 
Play who alternated for the lead for 
a turn. Then Foot took hold of his 
mount and permitted Larky Day to 
carry the pace until the field passed 
under the wire the second time, then 
moved forward with the four-year- 
old gelded son of Head Play—Hire, 
took command and held Larky Day 
from there to the finish in a hard 
drive. For most of the race, the field 
was yery closely bunched, but Boom 
Boom was closest to the leaders the 
entire way until the last time around 
when he and Bengal alternated for 
third position, with the latter having 
the advantage in the last quarter. 
However, after pulling up, Harry 
Harris, who rode Bengal, dismount- 
ed on his way back to the scales, and 
it later developed that Bengal had 
badly injured himself in the run- 
ning and will be on the shelf for 
some time. 

Scare Play’s time for the two mil- 
es was 3:38 1-5, just two seconds 
off the record set by Enon _ this 
spring. Kay Jensen, his trainer hails 
from Denmark, and rode as an ama- 
teur rider in the Scandinavian coun- 
tries before coming here. In 1948, 
he had the rare distinction of riding 
both on the flat and over jumps, and 
then applied for a trainers license 
last year. In 1949, Scare Play was 
on the shelf hecause of a bowed ten- 
don, but was returned to racing this 
spring on the flat with indifferent 
success. Jensen thought however 
that he would make a jumper, and 
said that while it might be more 
profitable to run on the flat, there is 
More fun in making and running a 
jumper, so Scare Play made his de- 
but in the infield at Saratoga and 
won a maiden race, the best maiden 
race this writer has seen this year, 
quite handily. His next outing was 
the closing day at Saratoga when 
he beat a good field of hurdlers. 
Both these races were at a mile and 
half, but he handled the extra half 
4mile in the Bushwick just as eas- 
ly. Scare Play carried 143 lbs., ten 
pounds less than Larky Day, who 
Was the favorite, hut actually he 
conceded weight on the scale to his 
older rival, 

Because of Labor Day, on which 
20 jumping race was carded, and as 
race did not fill the following day, 
there were only three races through 
the field during the second week of 
Aqueduct. Mrs. Stephen ©. Clark, 
Jr’s Roman Way won one of these 
on Wednesday, when he turned back 
afield of six others to win handily 
by two and a half lengths under the 
fapable handling of Tommy Field. 
The skinner trained horse was sent 
od as favorite, despite his maiden

On Friday six well matched hurd- 
lers went postward in a two mile 
race under claiming conditions, and 
in a driving finish Mrs. Corliss Sulli- 
van’s Quiet took down the major 
award with Boomerang, Big Sun 
and *Uncle Sam _ behind in that 
order and all close together. It was 
a pretty race to watch, and truly 
run with *Le Buis Fleuri the only 
one with an excuse. Due to an over- 
sight on the trainers part, the horse 
had to wear blinkers, and he obvi- 
ously didn’t like them, throwing his 
head up at times, and fencing erra- 
tically.

His brown and white bitch 
Flipper had won last year’s best 
hound award and was back again 
this year to try again along with 
some young entry. There too were 
Jane Fowler Basset, Jimmy Kerr, 
Newell Ward showing Middleburg’s 
entry in the absence of Middleburg’s 
famous senior Master, Daniel Sands 
who has kept the records of the 
American Foxhound Club for 30 
years and whose hounds have car- 
ried off frequently American champ- 
ionships. After Brandywine had tak- 
en both the unentered single dog and 
best couple of unentered dog with 
litter brothers Dealer and Dexter, 
the entered dog hounds were bro- 
ught in and both Mr. duPont and 
Mr. Houghland seemed to favor the 
sleek quality and balance of Essex 
Rowdy, a home bred son of Talis- 
man out of Rachel. The Essex have 
developed a striking looking white 
and tan hound, uniform in color and 
size stemming from Virginia strains. 


James Brady when he was Master 
of Essex went to Virginia with 
Charlie Carver and brought back 
some hounds from Orange County, 
among them a bitch called Flighty, 
who in due time produced a litter, 
one of which was Fancy. This hound 
showed a fine ability to hunt. She 
was sent to Millbrook’s stud hound, 
General and this combination pro- 
duced a perfect hound that was duly 
entered in the Essex pack under the 
name of Flipper. She caught the 
judge’s eye her second year in 1949 
and took everything before her, win- 
ning best American Hound of either 
sex. In 1950 the same judges again 
saw nothing to beat her and as the 
afternoon wore on those around the 
American ring saw the daughter of 
Millbrook’s General out of Essex 
Fancy awarded first the American 
Bitch trophy and then the _ best 
American Foxhound either sex with 
reserve to another representative 
from New Jersey, the home bred 
Rowdy who had previously won best 
dog hound. 

It was a good day for Buster Chad- 
well, Essex’ huntsman and M. F. H. 
Johnson who saw the efforts of their 
preparation so well rewarded. The 
honors were not all being won by 
Essex, however. Potomac took the 
the pack class with another white 
and tan pack developed from the 
blood of Middleburg’s Willie and 
Orange County’s Bantry. This last 
pack unfortunately could not be 
represented this year and was great- 
ly missed, Orange County breeding 
being a bye-word to all American 
hound men. Meanwhile at the end 
of the line of rings William Almy 
whose Quansett Hounds gave fine 
sport along the edge of Massachus- 
setts Bay was making his Penn 
Marydel selections along with Wilbur 
Hubbard, an Eastern Shore Master. 
These Penn Marydel Hounds are 
as old a strain as their American 
first cousins. They stem from the 
blood of early American foxhounds 
hunted by farmers from colonial 
times along the Delaware River from 
its headwaters down to the far 
reaches of the Chesapeake Bay coun- 
try where today in Queen Anne Cou- 
nty in the Eastern Shore, hundreds 
of hounds, descendants of the early 
American foxhounds run the fox all 
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year around with perhaps a day off 
on the 4th of July. 

Mr. and Mrs. Walter Jeffords 
were close observers at this ring, 
for Mr. Jeffords’ black and tan 
hounds are among the first represen- 
tatives of this old fashioned Ameri- 
can breed. His big black dog hound 
Quack by Jake out of Knock was 
awarded top honors last year. Mes- 
srs. Almy and Hubbard who were 
intent on picking out what Mr. Almy 
refers to as the apple of the eye, 
apparently found nothing better this 
year. When the final championship 
award was made, Mr. Jeffords again 
saw the long eared, high domed re- 
presentative of many years of breed- 
ing take the top award with a smal- 
ler but breedy looking member of 
the opposite sex, Rose Tree’s Ruth 
come in for’ reserve. 

George Clement and Sidney Wat- 
ters were down from Rolling Rock 
with a good group; so too was Bill 
Ashton, M. F. H. of the Eagle with 
Joe Ewing; Torrence Miller, former 
M. F. H. of the Westmoreland was 
watching the judging, as was Doug- 
las Paxson, M. F. H. of Huntingdon 
Valley, Fred and Sherman Haight 
from Litchfield, Algernon Craven of 
Gwynedd Valley; Bill Evans, Rad- 
nor’s huntsman whose Dimple by 
Talk out of Kilb is a bitch of nice 
quality that the judges awarded best 
bitch among the entered hounds. An 
outstanding member of the opposite 
sex was a small black and tan hound 
bred by Mr. Jeffords named Ruth. 
By Inver out of Hannah she posed 
herself to perfection, holding out her 
graceful head and neck for the jud- 
ges to see and standing truly on 
strong, straight legs. She reminded 
Worth Howard of a former member 
of the Fairfield and Westchester 
Hounds of which he was M. F. H. 
that would always’ pose _ herself 
with great vanity whenever anyone 
was looking and all to such effect 
that she carried off three champ- 
ionships to her Connecticut kennels. 

At the beagle ring, Mrs. duPont’s 
Liseter Beagles were having things 
pretty much their own way, Dean 
Bedford pinning Liseter Flyer best 
dog or bitch in the 13 inch class 
and Liseter Desire best of either 
sex in the 15 inch division. Vernon 
Somerset took the 15 inch pack class 
but the pack class in the 13 inch 
division again reverted to Liseter. 
Around the ring such famous beag- 
lers as Chetwood Smith, Kimball Cle- 
ment, and Oliver Iselin watched in- 
tently. Packs missed this year were 
those of Morgan Wing who was be- 
ing congratulated upon a new ar- 
rival in his family rather than on 
his beagle ribbons and John Cow- 
perthwaite who was on hand, ‘but not 
accompanied by his Gladstone, New 
Jersey 4 legged compatriots. Mr. 
and Mrs. West Frazier were also at 
the beagle ring as was Ben Sharpe 
whose young bitch Treweryn Vixen 
took 2nd to Liseter’s Merry Lass 
in a class for unentered bitches. 

In the English division, the hounds 
from the late Plunket Stewart’s ken- 
nels at Unionville continued to up- 
hold the tradition for perfection in 
hound breeding. Mrs. Hannum and 
her huntsman Oscar Crossan must 
have been well pleased with their 
outstanding exhibition in the pack 
class as well as the individual tri- 
umphs of Daphne and Portsmouth. 
Mr. and Mrs. Harry Webb of the 
Shelburne Hounds saw their Wrang- 
ler take honors as best dog hound, 
win again with Governor in best 
couple of entered hounds, and score 
convincingly in the stallion class. 
Actually Wrangler is owned joint- 
ly by Fox River Valley so it was a 
combined victory for Denison Hull 
and Harry Webb. It was a good 
English division with hounds from 
Courtney Burton’s Chagrin Valley 
showing up well with those from II- 
linois, New York and Pennsylvania. 

Among the unentered bitches were 
Harriet and Willing from the Ches- 
hire. Harriet is by Singer from the 
Meath in England. One day Jim 
Ryan was driving through the Meath 
country on his way to look at some 
horses. The cry of hounds stopped 
him in his tracks and as he waited 
in the road a fox slipped quietly 
across in front of him and a few 
minutes later the Meath pack burst 
through the hedge and flung them- 
selves on to the road. Leading was 
a handsome hound that cast himself 
here and there, jumped to the top 
of the bank on the other side, thre. 
his tongue to the world and was off 
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with the rest of the pack at his heels 
Mr. Ryan, remembering his Union. 
ville country and his friend Plunket 
went around to the kennels after the 
hunt and picked out the hound he 
had seen lead the Meath pack. This 
was Singer whom he sent back tg 
Mr. Stewart and whose daughter 
Harriet was selected with Willing 
another daughter from an importeg 
hound as 2nd in the unentered bitch. 
es. Willing is by the South and Weg 
Wilts Panther who was also a pre. 
sent from another friend of Mr. Ste 
wart’s, A. Henry Higginson, who sent 
Panther as being one of the most 
representative individuals he could 
find to improve the Cheshire’s strain. 
Panther seemed jealous and often 
refused to own the line when he 
first arrived but is now coming 
along well and is being used ag g 
stud dog. 

The cross bred hounds brought 
both English and American hound 
fanciers to their ring. Ned Voss, M, 
F. H. of Elkridge-Harford and his 
brother Frank were there to gee 
their good hunting Maryland 
hounds; so was Fyfe Symington, M, 
F. H. of Green Spring. Judges Ned 
Carle and Charlie Smith were mind- 
ful of the cross bred standard that 
calls for a hound of English type, 
When Meadow Brook and Vicmead 
brought their hounds into the ring, 
it would have been hard to tell them 
from English Hounds so_ perfectly 
did they conform to the English 
standard. Vicmead’s lemon pie pack 
caught the fancy of the judges in 
the pack class while Simpson Dean's 
big dog hound Driver by Mr. Ste- 
wart’s English hound Dealer out of 
Vicmead’s Mindful carried off major 
honors being best dog hound and 
best of either sex. A typical Eng: 
lish Hound his runner-up was also 
unmistakably English, being a large, 
handsome bitch from Meadow Brook 
kennels called Alert by Mr. Watson 
Webb’s Shelburne Agent out of Con- 
voy who was champion at the 
Haight’s Litchfield show in July. 
Alert was nicely shown by Barbara 
Hewlett, Meadow Brook’s secretary 
whose mother is Jomt-M. F. H. of 
Long Island’s well known pack with 
Robert Winthrop. Among the cross 
breds not on hand, having been left 
home in disgrace was Green Spring’s 
Salty. She had produced a good 
litter of puppies on the lawn of 
Fyfe Symington’s home but had un- 
fortunately for her reputation, in- 
sisted during the summer months 
upon pilfering a flock of 150 gui- 
neas for her young brood that Mar- 


cia Symington had been _ raising 
with considerable pride. Despite 
nice quality, Salty was left home 


with her puppies, locked up in ken- 
nels and Saga, an elderly but fine 
brood bitch brought instead who 
took a second to Vicmead’s Music in 
the brood bitch class. 

It was a good show, the 30th re 
newal with 100 more entries than 
that of 1949 and much credit should 
go to the work of Lawrence Jones, 
president, Walter Jeffords, honor- 
ary president and their committee 
for making a truly sporting occas- 
ion. From the loud applause em- 
manating from the direction of the 
kennels throughout the day, as each 
winning representative went back 
to his kennel mates, the four footed 
members of the hunting fraternity 
enjoy it, too. —S,. Bx

Farm to Farm 





High Pressure Middlemen Kill Made Horse 
Market By Asking More For Their Contact 
Than Horse Market In These Times Will Bear 





Sidney Culver 


There is a condition in buying and 
selling hunters that exists in many 
places which is profoundly  re- 
grettable. It can be labeled under 
any heading you choose from too 
much middle-man profit to outright 
stealing, the latter being preferred 
in this corner. I rather imagine no 
horse locality is immune to this vice 
but it should be cured and horsemen 
are the only ones to do it. 

Mr. Jones, being a farmer and a 
hunting man at heart, has one or 
two broodmares, either Half-bred or 
Thoroughbred, which he preeds to a 
local stallion. He picks a sire whose 
get have done well in one of the 
major shows, or is known to put a 
lot of quality in his get. If Jones 
lucks out on his foals, he can sell 
them for a couple of hundred dollars 
at weaning time, or if he so choses, 
hold them over for a year and get 
nearly twice this amount. He also 
has the alternative of breaking them 
at the farm, hunting them a bit at 
3, and more or less qualifying them 
in the hunting field at 4. If the colt 
has conformation, and hasn’t been 
hurt while hunting, Jones stands to 
get in the neighborhood of $1,500 
for his prospect, but for a made 
horse, the going gets rough. 

This is the approximate routine 
by which good farmer horsemen in 
the old days put their farms on top 
as the places to get the best in a 
made horse. A prospective buyer 
would come down to the country, 
get some local man to take him 
around to the different farms where 
he could personally try the prospect, 
or see the farmer, or one of his kids 
put the said animal through his 
paces. If he liked what he saw, he 
bought it at the farmé?’s figure and 
gave his informant or guide a pre- 
sent or a commission so to speak, 
for his time and effort. He was satis- 
fied, the guide was satisfied and the 
farmer was in the same boat. 

Now this is changed. Dealers scour 
the country to find the best pro- 
spects, cut the farmers’ prices, and 
triple the price to the buyers. In 
some cases, they get a 100 percent 
profit without turning a hand, other 
than knowing where the said in- 
dividual can be placed. 

The angle works along these lines. 
Jones has a hunter he knows _ is 
good. He is a 5-year-old that has 
been hunted regularly for the past 
two years, and is well qualified to 
become one of the best that ever 
followed hounds. He is asking $2,500 
because of these qualifications. 
Brown is a dealer with a prospect 
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whom we'll call Smith from Chicago, 
Cleveland, New York or _ points 
north, who wants just what Jones 
has. Brown has called Jones, or been 
over to see him to tell him that he, 
3rown, will have to have a commis- 
sion if the horse is sold. All that 
Jones will have to do is to stand 
around and look dumb while the 
selling is being done. Smith comes 
over with Brown to look at the horse 
and immediately wants to buy the 
animal, but thinks that $4,500 (the 
figure Brown thought the horse 
could pe bought for) is a bit high. 
You see, Brown has told Smith that 
Jones was asking $5,000 for the 
horse, but because Brown was a 
good friend of Jones, he might be 
able to get Jones to shave the $5,000 
a little—it is just a little more than 
he can afford. He would go $3,500 
or even $3,750 but didn’t feel that 
he could do much better than that. 

Jones, in the meantime, standing 
to one side, sees them in a huddle 


and apparently not making very 
much progress, so he calls Brown 


over and tells him that he will shave 
the $2,500 to $2,250. 

Brown goes back to Smith and 
says he is sorry, but Jones won’t 
take a cent less than $4,500 but the 
sale is not consummated, the middle- 
man was trying too hard to hog the 
deal. 

It is always best when the major- 
ity profits—an axiom which in this 
case would have been true, provid- 
ing Brown didn’t try to take all the 
profit. 

Jones would have sold his horse; 
Smith would have been pleased to 
have acquired the individual at a 
figure several hundred dollars above 
the farmer’s asking price, and Brown 
could have realized a $500 profit. 

Brown was_ obviously _ stealing 
Jones’ time, Smith’s time, and try- 
ing to realize a profit, the percent- 
age of which was not fair for the 
comparative time he put into it. If 
this condition continues, it will be- 
come more and more difficult to get 
buyers in times like these. 

Horsemen might just as well buy 
yearlings for a low figure and have 
them made by someone they can 
trust. It takes longer but it can be 
less expensive in the long run. High 
pressure middlemen will kill the 
goose that lays the golden egg if they 
insist on a profit which they have 
not earned. 
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Foreign Teams 

Missing In Open 

Championship

This year’s Open championship at 
the Meadow Brook Club compares 
with the one of a year ago in every 
respect but one—color. 

There are no teams from the Ar- 
gentine and Mexico entered to give 
the tournament an _ International 
flavor. Whether this is good or bad 
won’t be known yntil the boys sit 
down and count the gate receipts 
at journey’s end. 

Foreign teams do something to 
the American polo blood. The pre- 
sence of South Americans and Mexi- 
cans in the Open started the corpus- 
cles boiling early last summer. What 
with the cold weather coming on 
there’s nothing to heat the curiosity. 
The International touch meant for 
big crowds in 1949. El Trebol and 
Mexico brought out the inquisitive 
customer. 
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Thoroughbred weanlings, yearlings and 
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The Argentine four reached the 
final against Laddie Sanford’s Hur- 
ricanes, but left the title here. The 
El Trebol-Mexico semi-final round 
match, a humdinger from the open- 
ing bell, thrilled the audience like 
no other match. The foreigners were 
at each others throats for the sixty 
minutes of play. 

The four teams entered in the 
Open this year have homespun 
names. They are Bostwick Field, 
California, Brookfield and the Hur- 
ricanes. 

One of the players—Bob Skene— 
has not played in the Open since 
1939. Skene remained at Meadow 
Brook after playing with the Great 
Britain team which went down to 
defeat before the United States .in 
the International series. Skene is to 
ride with California with Dr. Clar- 
ence C. (Buddy) Combs, the Inter- 
nationalist, and Carleton Beall and 
Bob Fletcher. California meets the 
Hurricanes September 17. 

Will the Hurricanes successfully 
defend the title? 

It all depends upon the condition 
of Cecil Smith. The 10-goal ace may 
or may not be in top form physical- 
ly. He was seriously injured in Cali- 
fornia last winter and he hasn’t had 
much time to whip himself into his 
best form. If Smith is right, and 
Peter Perkins carries his lead, and 
Larry Sheerin and Sanford turn in 
performances as they did last year 
against El Trebol, then we believe 
the Hurricanes will romp off with 
the marbles again. 

If the Hurricanes fail, then what? 
The second choice is Bostwick Field 
which met Brookfield in the tourna- 
ment opener September 10. 

The Pete Bostwick—George Oli- 
ver—Alan Corey—Devereux Milburn 
team is a compact 28-goal unit. Bost- 
wick Field faces Del Carroll, Al Par- 
sells, Pedro Silvero and Henry 
Lewis, III. 

Bostwick Field, loser to Milwau- 
kee in the National 20-goal cham- 
pionship final, topped the MHurri- 
eanes in a semi-final round matcn 
in the Westbury Challenge Cup 
play, September 4, on the MBC’s 
Belmont Field. The final score was 
11 to 5. The other semi-final match 
between Milwaukee and California 
is to be played September 18. 

The delay in the Milwaukee-Cali- 
fornia match was due to the fact 
that Beall was called to California 
on business.
